In Russian amps 


The Gentle Methods Adopt 
Bolshevists.

“. According to an appeal for aid sent. 
out secretly from Moscow, a hundred 
thousand educated Ruésian citizens 
are rotting-alive in the concentration: 
camps of Russia. The greater num- 
ber are women and children, and their 
life is described .as continual torture 
and suffering. ‘They are nof actased 
of any crime. They are kept o@ host- 
ages till the end of the civil war. 

There is reason to believe that; the 
statement. is not» exaggerated, A 
Canadian officer, who had seen a good 
deal of life im Russia in recent times, 
said recently that conditions are ap- 
palling. .The condition of the edu- 
cated classes is.especially deplorable. 
Even when they are not’ deliberately 
tortured, they are the victims of Bol- 
shevist tyranny. The most humiliat- 
ing tasks are peeciied for women of 
the greatest refinement. Even apart 
from the necessity of securiny food, 
life is made intolerable for sensitive 
people. And there is a. ‘good deal of 
deliberate torture, “This Canadian in- 
formant spoke of one case that had 
come under his owi notice. 
girl, the daughter of an old Russian 
officer, was fastened to a table by a 
nail driven through her tongue.

Alberta Cron Prospects 


Believed That Area in Wheat Will be 
Larger Than Last Year. 

“Fewer acres and more bushels” 
the phrase by which the aims of: the 
farmers in Southern Alberta this year 
are described -by a Lethbridge paper 
which estimates that the areca in crop 
in the surrounding country will .be 
from fifteen’ to. twenty-five per cent.

Millet may be sown broadcast .or 
with a grain drill. The latter re- 
quires less seed and gives a more even 
stand. Two and three pecks per acre 
are the usual rates of seeding. Fifty 
to sixty days are normally sufficient 
to produce hay with millet, -so plant- 
ing may be delayed. until July; how- eo 
ever, May and early June seeding are - 
preferred.

In 
Southern Alberta, conditions. are 
rather better than usual and farmers 
report that there is more moisture in 
the ground than ‘there has been in thee 
past four years. . It is expected that 
seeding in the neighborhood of Medi- 
cine Hat will be completed by, the 
15th of May. » Fifteen to twenty, per 
cent of the wheat in the-Lethbridge 
area was sown by the end of April, 
while east of Calgary. sixty per cent. | 
of the wheat’ seeding is finished. 

In the Red Deer and Lacombe 
country: operations are not as early. 
as usual ‘due to the-extra heavy pre- 
cipitation, but the Edmonton district 
is farther ahead than is . customary 
_and work has been going on steadily 
for the past three weeks.: In North-

Of. the total area of Canada, 
about eighty per cent. is designed as 
a ea opt forest-growing estate 
and for that reason quite useless 
for agricultural development. This 
means, of course, that over one- 
and-a-half million square miles ‘can 
return no useful services unless it is 
made to grow timber. -The weakness 
in Canada’s national position as a 
forest-growing country at the pres- 
ent time is: not the ,scarcity of nat- 
ural forest land but the low average 
production of timber per acre char- 
acteristic of the areas east of the 
Rocky Mountains. 

In the radically-changed economic 
conditions which have automatically 
placed a high market value upon 
every square mile that produces tim: 
ber, the annual damage to the forest 
resources through the single cause 
of fire, takes on a more and more 
sinister aspect. Forest engineers 
are agreed that while the axe has 
cleared possibly -one hundred thou- 
sand square miles of the Dominion, 
the Fire Fiend has stripped fully one 
million square miles. That the for- 
ests have not sprung up successfully 
in the wake of this devastation is 
indicated by the fact that nearly 
two-thirds of the original forest re- 


sources of Canada are regarded as 
having been taken from us. In the 
province of British Columbia, -ac- 
cording to the Commission of Con- 
servation, twenty-two times as much 
timber has been. burned as was put 
to use by all the wood-ysing indus- 
tries of that province. The three 
prairie provinces have been robbed 


lof eighty per cent. of their forést 


resources through unrestricted fires 
and the proportion of loss' in the 
peeiaces of Ontario, Quebec, New 
runswick and Nova Scotia is only | 
slightly less appalling. Were the 
causes of forest fire attributable to 
some. purely accidental source, as 
lightning, the record might be ac- 
cepted with some resignation. It is 
a well demonstrated fact, however, 
that ninety per cent. of.‘all forest 
fires are of human origin. The set- 
tler in his land clearing operations 
the ‘camper ‘and his inextinguished 
camp fire, the smoker with his light- 
ed cigarette, match or pipe ashes, 
have accounted for a serious part of 
the nation’s timber sacrifice.
